Working in coins professionally as an attributor for 
ANACS has “kind of taken some of the hobby away 
from what I do,” he said. Collecting off-the-beaten- 
path items “recaptures the magic of youth,” he said. 
“I get to play collector again.” 

His first coin-press item was an 1980’s Mexican 
onza. His collection now includes a Civil War 
token, a 1923 German Karl Goetz medal showing 
coins being squeezed out of a German w ith a coin¬ 
age press and a Daniel Carr medal struck on a Susan 
B. Anthony dollar blank found inside a scraped 
Denver coinage press.
